Say Line-up of Socialists, Clericals and Democrats 
Would Not Succeed; Four-party Coalition is Sug¬ 
gested But a Political l^ce Between Hostile 
Groups Would Be Needed for That. 

Berlin, Dec. 8.—The outcome of yesterday', Reichstag elec¬ 
tion leaves the parliamentary situation wholly unelarified as th, 
new party linenp in the Reichstag precludes the formation of 
a three-party coalition rnmposed of Socialiita, Clericals and 
DemoeratR. in the opinion of political leaders. _ 

The other alternative suggested by the increased number of 
deputie, doe to the unexpectedly heavy vote is that of a four- 
party coalition, taking the Socialists, the Clrricals, the Demo¬ 
crats and the Streaemann People’s Party. The component units 
of this combination would repreamt politiral elements of hostila 
contrasts, however, and it could only maintain a parliamentary 
existenre. it is pointed out, if the parties composing it subscribed 
to a political truce.

Definite republican votes, sup* 
portinf Chancellor Marx and the 
Government, in the next Reichstag 
are those of the Socialists with 129,' 
the Democrats with 31, and the 
Catholic Centre with 67—227 in 
all. Definitely agamst the AdminU- 
tratioD, %vholly or pardy monarchis- ' 
tic, are the Nationalists with 104. 
the Extreme' Nationalists with 14, 
the Bavarian People's Party, 
headed hy Ludendorif. with 19-^ 

137 in all. What the 26 members , 
representing the Economic Party, 
the Farmers* Party, the Hanover¬ 
ians. and unnamed aggregations, 
will do, is probleiMlical and not at 
all important as the figures stand. 

The Interesting feature of the first 
vote, however, %vill be the attitude 
which the 50 membera of the Ger- 
rhan People's ^arty. headed hy 
Foreign Minister ^resemann hunself, 
in a purely republican debate, 'rhts 
is the party which first began the 
agitatioo for a revival of the mon¬ 
archy in Leipzig nearly three years 
ago; but since then it has been out- 
and-out republican with a present 
tendency to return to its first love. 
Its very vacillaiing conduct, how¬ 
ever. would suggest the possibility 
that most of its members wOI pre¬ 
fer to swim with the nsing tide.

The usual cause of diarrhoea In 
Infants is germ-infected milk. Of 
course the heat of Sulhmer Increases 
this danger, because In hot weather 
the gsrms multiply more rapidly. - 
However, taking cold Is another 
cause for diarrhoea and this trouble 
is more likely to occur during severe 
weather. Care must be exercised, not 
to make a mollycoddle of the taby.
